Yorrrown, Va., Oct. 18.—The salute from 
the naval ships lying in the harbor this morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock indicated to Yorktuwn that 
President Arthur had arrived, and gave to 
the celebration somewhat of a boom, of 
which it was in need, The President came 
in the Dispatch, and rested quietly until he 
grew tired of waiting, and, with Secretary 
Lincoln, Postmaster-General James, and At- 
neral MacVeagh, went up to the 
Government reception building at half-past 
12 o’clock.

The wharf accommodations 
were too limited for the landing of the crowd 
in the morning, and the French vessels did 
not arrive, nor did the boat containing the 
chorus of singers get in on the proper time. 
THE SLIGHT SHOWER OF RAIN 
that fell in the night cooled the atmosphere 
slightly in the early morning, but when the 
sun came out and the throng of vehicles be- 
gan their interminable round the dust of 
yesterday filled the air. “As dusty as York- 
town” will hereafter, to all who. have at- 
tended the celebration, indicate the superla- 
tive degree of dustiness.

Nelson, were on the stand, In 
conclusion, he said that the column now to 
be erected was to commemorate not only the 
vietory of the Colonies, but the part taken in 
that victory by France. Recoguition~ and 
acknowledgment of the aid given by France 
to this country in the hour of its need was a 
solemn duty left by the Continental Congress 
to its successors, and now, after a lapse of 
100 years, the Congress of thirty-eight States 
and 50,000,000 people—the Congress of a Na- 
tion which stretches from the atlantic to the 
Pacitic—is fulfilling that duty. Three mill- 
ions of people and thirteen colonies accom- 
plished the great work, and now 50,000,000 
people and thirty-eight States are celebrating 
it. Participating in this celebration are rep- 
resentatives of the French Nation, here at 
the invitation of this Government.. Again 
French soldiers tread American soil, and 
French vessels again ride York River. 

A MODEL OF THE MONUMENT TO BE ERECTED 
is here before us. Thirteen female figures 
representing the thirteen colonies seem to 
support on their shoulders a column inscribed 
with the names of the thirty-eight States, 
and crowned with the figure of Liberty. This 
embodies the idea that from the thirteen 
colonies grew the thirty-eight States and 
sprung the truest and most thorough and 
genuine liberty ever enjoyed by dhy people. 
On the four sides of the base, and carrying 
out the original design of the Continental 
Congress, are emblems of the alliance be- 
“tween the United States and his Most Chris- 
tian Majesty, and a succinct-narrativé” of the 
surrender of Earl Cornwallis. And now, as 
an appropriate openmg of out celebration, 
the corner-stone of the monument will be 
laid with all grand and solemn ceremonies 
befitting so grand an occasion, by the Order 


which Washington himself was the chief 
member. 
WORKMEN 

under the direction of the Grand Master of 
Virginia then laid the torner-stone accori- 
ing to “the ancient and honorable rite.” 
The chair occupied by the Grand Master on 
this occasion was one which Lord Bottetourt, 
when the loyal Governor of the Vid Domin- 
ion, presented the Grand Lodge of Virginia, 
and in which George Washington sat when 
Grand Master of the Virginia Masons. The 
sash and apron worn bf Grand-Master Pey- 
ton 8, Coles, of Virginia, were worked by 
Mrs, Lafayette, and presented to Washing- 
ton in 1784 at Mt. Vernon. Afterward, in 
1812, they were given to Washington Lodge, 
of Alexandria, Va., by Maj. Lawrence Lewis. 
The gavel was made froma portion of the 
quarter-deck of the United States frigate 
Lawrence, the flagship of Commander Perry 
at the battle and victory of Lake Eri pt. 
10, 1813, and was presented to the nic 
Veterans’ Association by a venerable r 
of the Rev. Marshall B. Smith. June 2, 1880. 

Judge B. R. Welford, of Virginia, Masonic

IMMEDIATELY AFTERWARD

It comes into the pos 
session of its glam dy sueces- 
sion, by assignment, and otherwise, 
to the claims of Cochet and Landreau, the 
discoverers of the deposits in question. They 
werd, respectively, awarded by act ot 
Peruvian Congress certai proportions 
of the result of their, discoveries, 
which consideration was never paid and js 
the subject of the claims now advanced in 
this new form. Cochet and Landreau were 
French citizens, but Landreau was in part- 
nership with his brother, a naturalized citi- 
zen of the United States, and his claim has 
been repeatedly before Congress.

THE STORY TOLD OVER AGAIN, 
Special Dispatch to The Chieago Tribune 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 18.—It is charged 
that the removal of First-Assistant Postmast- 
er-General Tyner is due to the fact that he 
had a knowledge that frauds existed in con- 
nection with the star-route matters, but that, 


when acting as Postmaster-General, he did 


not consider it necessary to correct these 
abuses, and did not then make public the re- 
port in which he had communicated to the 
department the information. The story goes 
that some time ago Mr. Tyner, with a party 
of friends, went West on a pleasure trip, 
which was made also in part a tour of inspec- 
tion. He had special cars at his disposal, 
and learned a great many things which have 
since become known in the progress of the 
star-route investigation. He embodied this 
information in 

A SPECIAL REPORT 
to the department, which was never made 
public, in which he set forth a great many 
abuses. This report was lodged somewhere 
in the Post-Office Department, and was never 
acted upon—for what reagons, or through 
what influence, is not stated. Soon after 
that, Mr. Tyner himseli for atime was act- 
ing Postmaster-General, but in that capacity 
he did not attempt to correct the abuses 
which he had himself discovered in the star- 
route matter. Curiously enough, this report, 
which is alleged to have been concealed 
somewhere in the department, fell into the 
hands of Postmaster-General James soon 
after he came into Office, and, after examin- 
ing it, it was decided that Tyner should not 
be continued in office. 

MR. JAMES’ POSITION 
was that, inasmuch as Tyner had a knowl- 
edge of these wrongful acts, and did not 
take active steps to correct them, he ought 
not to be permitted to remain in the postal 
service. This alleged concealed report of 
Tyner has been shown to President Arthur, 
and it has been agreed that Mr. Tyner shail 
be removed. This is the last story relating 
to his case. There are no personal charges 
of any kind against Mr. Tyner himseif.

BELVIDERE, III., Oct. 18.—Sheriff Ames 
will start for Joliet tomorrow with Dr.“ 
Thomas N. Cream, yesterday sentenced by 
Judge Kellum to confinement in the peniten- 
tiary for life for the murder of Danie! Stott 
at Garden Prairie in June last. Mrs. Julia 
A. Stott, paramour of Pr. Cream and widow 
of the murdered man, remains in the county 
jail, her trial as an accomplice in the murder 
having been postponed until the next term 
of court, which does not convene until the 
second Monday of February next. Your 
reporter this morning interviewed Senator 
Fuller. one of the counsel for the people, in 
regard to this case and his views 
in regard to the probability of the 
Supreme Court granting a new trial in case 
the matter comes before it. The Senatog 
says that he believes there is as little error in 
the record in this case as in any criminal 
case he was ever connected with, and he does 
not believe it possible for the Supreme Court 
to find anything that can reverse the case. 
It is a case, he says, where there can be no 
possible doubt of the guilt of the defendant, 
and the crime was one that stands almost 
without a parallel in the annals of crime. 
Mr. Stott was de'iberately poisoned by his 
physician and his faithless wife — for 
the purpose of putting up a blackmailing job 
on areputable drug firm of Chicago. he 
jury which found the Doctor guilty was com 
posed of some of the best citizens of the coun- 
ty, men of sound judgment, conscientious ‘ 
and hanest, if ever a man had a fair 
trial and an able defense, Dr. Cream is that 
man. Mr. Fuller says he hopes that the case 
will never be reversed by the Supreme Court, 
because he does not desire to see repeated in 
Boone County the tragedy recently witnessed 
at Bioomington.

Theonly 
remedy for so exasperating a state of affairs 
as this is the establishment of a legal clear- 
ing-house among the States where one quib- 
ble may be set up against another, and jus- 
ties be obtained as the residuum. 


Gey. Sterugen A. Humor (our Belvi- 
dere ex-M. C.), Minister to whatever is left 
of the Republic of Peru, in correspondence 
with one of the imbecile factions that has 

ruined that country, administerg a just re- 
buke to the so-called Pierola Government in 
replying to its specious demand for recogni- 
tion.

TTENTION has been called in California 
to the alarming rumor that ex-Senator Sar- 
gent—known to his enemies in moments of 
relaxation as “Subsidy” Sargent—is to be 
made a member of the new Cabinet. The 
Republican press of San Francisco is up in 
arms at the bare suggestion. Mr. Sargent 
is a Stalwart of the same pronounced type as 
Gorham, in company with whom he balked 
the regular party nomiſtations in California 
in 1875, and helped to élect the entire Demo- 
cratic ticket. Senator Farley, of California, 
isa Democratic monument to the perfidy 
of Sargent and his first leutenant 
Gorham, but for whose efforts the 
Senate would have had a clear Republican 
majority ever since March 4 last. Sargent 
did not retarn to the Republican fold until 
1878, if he did then; and he and Gorham were 
read out of the party by many Republican 
county conventions no longer ago*than last 
summer and fall. His appointment to a Cab- 
inet position in preference to any of the real 
representatives of the Republican faith in 
California would be pretty certain to evokea 
storm of popular indignation on me Pacific 
Slope, and might be a serious injury to the 
party in future campaigns. 


Ex-Senator McDoNALpD is not too proud 
to exhibit himself in the réle of a man witha 
gfievance. He has gone to Washington for 
the express purpose, it is stated, of inducing 
his Democratic friends in the Senate to vote 
against the confirmation of Marshal Dudley 
as Commissioner of Pensions, Marshal 
Dudley was very active in the Indiana cam- 
puign last fall, and it was largely due to his 
efforts that the State was carried by the Re- 
publicans. A sequel of the election not un- 
interesting to Mr. NcDonald was the election 
of Gen. Ben Harrison to succeed him in the 
United States Senate. Tife circumstances 
which led up to.this untoward incident have 
not escaped the memory of the ex-Sen- 
ator, and he desires to have Marshal 
Dudley punished for them. The mission 
of melancholy Joseph is not creditable 
to his good sense, and does not leave him in 
a dignified attitude. There were 232,168 per- 
sons in Indiana besides Dudley responsible 
for the election of Harrison to the Senate; 
and it is by no means certain that McDonald, 
even if the Democrats had been in a majority 
in the Legislature, would have been his own 
successor. He did not have the empty com- 
pliment of a caucus nomination by the 
minority. The pretense that the Republicans 
earried the election by the aid of Deputy- 
Marshals is puerile and unworthy of the ex- 
Senator. If Mr. McDonald desires by search- 
ing to find out the person mainly responsible 
for his defeat, he wi rap on the ironclad, 
tubular sleeping-apartment of Mr. Biil En- 
glish, and inquire within. 


JURISDICTION IN GUITEAU'S CASE. 

W hile several lawyers have declined to act 
as counsel generally for Guiteau, some of 
them have expressed a willingness to appear 
and argue for him the question of jurisdic- 
tion by a Washington court. There is just 
enough uncertainty on this question of juris- 
diction to give a man of ability a wide field 
on either side of the case. The question of 
jurisdiction arises from the circumstance 
that the wound was inflicted in the District 
of Columbia and the death took place in the 
State of New Jersey, the criminal laws of the 
United States not being in force in New Jer- 
sey and those of New Jersey not being in 


force in the District of Columbia. Messrs. 


Lutle & Brown have just issued a publica- 
tion called “ Points of Law Suggested by 
This timely publication 
contains papers on the various points likely 
to arise in this case, and among these papers 
are two on the question of jurisdiction. ‘ As 
these papers present this point of jurisdic- 
tion in all its aspects, we give so much of 
them as is necessary to furnish the non-pro- 
fessional reader with an understanding of 
them. The first is the presentation made by 
J. H. Robinson, Assistant Solicitor ot the 
Treasury. He takes the ground that the 
sixth amendment to the Constitution pro- 
vides that an accused person sHall be tried 
in the State and district where the crime 
shall have been committed, which district 
shall have previously been ascertained by 
law. Was Guiteau’s crime of musder com- 
mitted in New Jersey or in the District of 
Columbia? At common law murder, like 
other offenses, must be inquired of in the 
county in which it was committed. On one 
side there are high authorities for saying 
that at common law a trial might al- 
ways be had in the county where 
the mortal blow was given, for that 
alone is the act of the party, and death is 
but the consequence; yet Lord Hale declared 
that as to some respects the law regards 
the death as the consummation of the crime, 
and not merely the stroke.“ To remove this 
doubt the statute of Edward VI., 24, enacted 
that where a maa died in one county from a 
wound received in another heshould be tried 
where death took place. But this statute of 
Edward VL. is notin forcein the District of 
Columbia. In 180f the laws of Maryland, as 
they were atthat date, were continued in force 
in the District. By aecisions of the courts of 
Maryland and of the Supreme Court of the 
United States this statute of Edward was 
never in force in Maryland, and consequently 
never in the District; and, further, the State 
of Maryland in 1789 provided that when a 
mortal wound was inflicted on one shore of 
that State and death followed on the other 
shore the person giving the blow might be 
tried ou either shore. In England, by the 
statute of George IV., it was enacted that 
where a felony is begun in one county and 
completed in another it may be punished in 
either county, and this is the law of England 
at this time. 

In Massachusetts it is provided that when 
a mortal wound is infli on the high seas 
or on the land, within or Without the State, 
and the wounded person dies in the State, 
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ty where the blow was given. In Iowa it 


was held that when a criminal act is com- 
mitted In one county and completed in an- 
other, the offender may be indicted in either 
county. 

The act of Congress of 1700 provided that 
a person committing murder in any place 
over which the United States had exclusive 
jurisdiction should suffer death; and that 
when such act is committed on the high seas 
it should be tried and punished in the dis- 
trict where the offender was arrested or 
brought; but under this last clause it was 
held in McGill's case that as the wound was 
inflicted in the harbor of St. Francois, and 
the death did not take p until after the 
wounded man was brought so the shore, the 
United States Court had no jurisdiction. 
This defect in the statute was remedied in 
1825 as to murder by providing that the per- 
son giving the wound on the high seas, and 
the wounded man dying on the dand, within 
or without the jurisdiction of the United 
States, the murderer may be tried in any of 
the United States courts, This statute re- 
lates only to wounds given on the high seas. 

In 1809 a man was wounded In Alexandria, 


in the District of Columbia, and died on the 


other side of the river in Maryiand, and the 
District Court held that it had no jurisdiction 
of the crime. 

In an act of Congress of March, 1867, it was 
provided that, When any offense shall be 
begun in one judicial district and completed 
in another, every such offense. shall be 
deemed to have been committed either,“ 
and may be punished accordingly. While 
the District of Columbia and the State of 
Now Jersey are judicial districts, established 
by law, there was a mistake made by the 
codifiers of the Revised Statutes in 1574, so 
that this section now reads: When any of- 
fense is begun in any judieial circuit and 
completed in another, it shall be deemed to 
have been committed in either, and be tried, 
determined, and punished in either district.” 
Now, the District of Columbiais not in any 
judicial “circuit” or district“ of the 
United States, though New Jersey is. 

In 1863 Congress, by an act reorganizing 
the judiciary of the Dfttr ' Columbia, 
provided for a Supreme Court 


Court of the Unitedgtates. 

It will be seen from this review of the law, 
common and statutory, that there is an ab- 
sence of auy aytharitative judicial deter 
mination on any one of the many points 
which may be raised as to the jurisdiction in 
this case, this being due to the peculiar po- 
litical status of the District of Columbia, 
which 1s under the exclusivé jurisdiction of 
the United States. This question is further 
complicated by, the legal points suggested in 
the second paper on the subject, written by 
Robert D. Smith, of Boston. whose views in- 
cline against the jurisdiction of the case by 
the courts of the District of Columbia. 

In this paper Mr. Smith says that all of- 
fenses against the laws of the District of 
Columbia are recognized and declared to be 
offenses against the United States, and mur- 
der is one of these offenses. By a nicety of the 
common law, as a grand jury could. not 
inquire of a fact doue out of the county for 
which they were sworn when a man was 
wounded in one county and died in another, 
the offender was at common law not indict- 
able in either; but by the statute of Edward 
VL he was indictable in the county where 
the party died. This was undoubtedly the 
common law of the colonies which became 
States of the Union. In the opinion of most 
American jurists the crime of murder is not 
punishable at common law unless the vic- 
tim dies within a year and a day, and within 
the State of the Union where the fatal blow 
was inflicted or poison administered. This 
has been held to be the law of the District of 
Columbia in the case of the United States 
vs. Bladen, 1 Cranch, c. e. 548. This is the 
case at Alexandria referred to by Mr. Rob- 
inson, when the wounded man was taken to 


an assault committed there followed by 
death in another State cannot be punistied 
as murder, while in New Jersey the law is 
different. Other States have similar statutes, 
unt there is no such statute in the District of 
Columbia. 

The statute of 1867, referred to by Mr. 
Robinson, reading “Where any offense 
against the United States is begun in one 
judicial circuit and completed in another, it 
shall be deemed to have been committed in 
another,” etc., is claimed as authorizing a 
conviction in the District of Columbia. But 
Mr. Smith points out that this section of the 
law was originally partof a revenue law, 
and was intended only to apply to crimes 
which would be offenses against the United 
States, both in the district or circuit in which 
they are begua and in which they are 
completed.“ On this point he says: 


For instance, if the victim stricken in the 
District of Columbia bad died in Canada, the 
case would come within the Bladen case, and 
would not be covered by the provisions of the 
Revised Statutes any more than would the case 
of one stricken in Canada and dying in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Again, if one wounded in 
New Jersey died of bis wound in the District of 
Columbia. the person inflicting the wound would 
not be witbin the statute, because the wounding 
in New Jersey would not be an offense against the 
laws of the U oited States but against the luws of 
the State ot New Jersey, and therefore would not 
be begun in one district and completed in 
another. Therefore it seems probabie that the 
crimes referred to in the Revised Statutes are 
only those which would be offenses against the 
United States in both the district of inception 
and the district of completion.” 


To constitute murder, Mr, Smith thinks, 
death must take place within the jurisdie- 
tion where the blow was inflicted. On the 
whole, he thinks it would have been more 
prudent for those having the case in charge 
to have the trial take place in New Jersey, 
where.there is no question as to jurisdiction 
under the statute of that State. 

It will be seen how gloriously uncertain is 
the law even as to the simple question as to 
what court has the jurisdiction of a case of 
ndtorious and confessed murder.

Governor of Maryland announcing “the 
surrender of Cornwallis and his army.“ We

I8 THERE A CONSPIRACY TO KILL MA- 
HONE? 

The report that the Virginia Bourbons are 
attempting to goad Senator Mahone into 
fighting a duel, so that his political fortunes 
may be ruined, ought to be incredibie, and 
would be so if the scheme were said to have 
been formed in any thoroughly civilized 
community. But there are circumstances 
which give it the@olor of probability in the 
case of Virginia. 

The advantages that would acerue to the 
Bourbons from involving Senator Mahone in 
a duel furnishes a sufficient motive for the 
conspiracy, supposing it to exist. The State 
Constitution contains the following provis- 
ion: 


No person who, while a citizen of this State, 
has since the adoption of this Constitution 
fought a due! with a deadly weapon, sent or ac- 
cepted a challenge to tizht a duel with a deadiy 
weapon, either within or beyond the boundaries 
of thw State, or koowingig conveyed a chai- 
lenge, or aided or assisted any manner in 
fighting a duei shall be allowed to vote or to 
hold any office of honor, profit, or trust, under 
this Constitution. . .. The General Assem- 
bly shall have power by a two-thirds vote to re- 
move disabilities incurred under this Constitu- 
tion with reference to dueling. 


If Senator Mahone should fight even a 
bloodiess duel, therefore, or send a chal- 
lenge, he would be disfranchised, and could 
not be restored to his political rights except 
by a two-thirds vote of the Legislature. 
This is the least punishment he could re- 
ceive, 

lf he should kill or wound his opponent 
bis influence as a party leader would be 
greatly impaired, and he would lose a large 
part, if not all, of the Northern sympathy 
and support he has hitherto enjoyed. 

We have proceeded up to this point on the 
supposition that. he should come out of the 
contest uninjured. If he should be killed 
the Bourbons would have influitly more to 
gain, The political campaign now in progress 
in Virginia is one of the most bitter ever 
known. The common belief is that the coali- 
tion of adjusters and Republicans will 
carry the te by a large majority. So far 
as human jddament can determine, nothing 
but the death of Mahone could avert this re- 
sult. He is the leader of the allied forces 
and the soul of the enterprise in which they 
areengaged. If heshould be removed by 
death on the eve of the election his followers 
would be disorganized and scattered. it is 
doubtful whether they could be rallied to the 
polls in sufficient numbers to carry the elec- 
tion. The murder of their leader would be 
interpreted by the negroes in particular asa 
token of the revival of the old régime. Ihey 
would then easily be coaxed or bullied into 
staying away from the polis or voting the 
Bourbon ticket. 

The death of Mahone would create a va- 
cancy in the National Senate, and give to 
Gov. Holladay, who is a Democrat, the power 
to appoint a Democratic successor until the 
Legislature could act. The control of the 
Senate would be transferred by this simple 
change to the Democrats. If a Democratic 
Legislature should be chosen in the election 
next month, as might easily occur, the whole 
unexpired term of Mahone, which does not 
end until March 3, 1887, would be filled by a 
Democrat, It will be seen that the Bourbons 
of Virginia have reason enough to desire the 
death of their ablest and most powerful op- 


ponent. 


The campaign has developed a crop of 


Riddleberger, Mahone’s lieutenant, 
has been twice called oat, and every variety 
of provocation has been employed to involve 
Cameron, the Readjuster candidate for Goy- 
ernor, John 8.

either by placarding them as cowards, which 
in Virginia is esteemed a most terrible thing, 
or by exposing them to the odium and danger 
of a series of personal encounters, 


A resort to campalin methods of this nat- 


ure might be deemed inconceivable, but it is 
within the memory ofall who witnessed the

bon party did in California in 1850 it may 
easily be capable of doing in Virginia in 1881. 
The latter State is not more civilized now 
so far as dueling goes than the former was 
then. We think that the people of the North 
can well afford to pay close attention to the 
progress of the campaign in Virkinia,. and 
await the issue of it with interest, if not with 


anxiety. 
THE REMOVAL OF TYNER. 

President Arthut's removal of First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General Tyner—for that 
ie what Tyner’s resignation amounts to—will 
be-approved by all who have taken an inter- 
est in Postmaster-General James’ determins- 
tion and effort to reform the service. Tyner’s 
alleged importance as an Indiana politician 
should not be of any consideratiom whatso- 
ever. His rolations to the star-route ring 
alone were of conségjuence in determiding 
whether or not he should retain his position. 

Tyner has been the real head of the Post- 
Office Department for several years. When 
Hayes came into office Tyner was found in 
charge of that department. Judge Key was 
appointed Postmaster-General for political 
reasons. The appointment was made as 4 
pledge of good faith in the new Southern 
policy which Hayes had outlined. Tyner 
remained as First Assistant. Judge Key was 
content to permit the department to run 
along as it had been running. He assumed 
from Tyner's long service and the confidence 
which had been reposed in him that the in- 
teregts of the service would be honestly and 
efficiently administered. Tyner had his own 
way about everything. When Key was ap- 
pointed United States Judge, Maynard was 
called to the position. This was late in 
Hayes’ Administration, and there was no in- 
ducement for Maynard to apply himself very 
assiduously to the task of learning the busi- 
ness, especially as so experienced and 
capable an officer as Tyner was believed to 
be acting as his lieutenant. Consequently, 
‘Tyner continued to run the department. It 
was during the period when Tyner was the 
actual head of the Post-Office Department 
that the star-route frauds were conceived and 
developed. That cireumstance of itself is 
sufficient to warraut his dismissal. 

It is not necessary that Mr. Tyner should 
be convicted of a participation in the bene- 
fits of the stal-route frauds in order to make 


comes from Washington has a strong inti- 
mation that such was the case. It is said 
that, after making an extensive tour of in- 
spection a couple of years ago, Tyner re- 


turned and wrote out a report in which he 
exposed the extravagant and corrupt prac- 


tices in the star-route service, and that he 
then suppressed the report. It is further 
said that, instead of denouncing the frauds 
which he discovered, he used his influence 
with Congressmen (obtained by the manipu- 
lation of patronage under his control) to se- 
cure the additional appropriations for the 
aontinued support of the star routes. The 
intimation of this story is that Tyner con- 
vinced Bra@y and the contractors’ ring that 
he knew all about their operations, that he 
held his report over, their heads, and that he 
consented to help mit they would do his 
bidding. It is said that Postmaster-General 
James found this report, showed it to Presi- 
dent Arthur, and thus secured Tyner's 
prompt removal. 

That Tyner had the confidence of the star- 
route ring seems pretty clear from the fact 
that the ring made a desperate effort to have 
him appointed Postmaster-General when 
Garfield became President. But Garfield not 
only refused to make such appointment, but 
selected the very man to whom the ring was 
most hostile. The animosity of the star-route 
ring to Col. James was explained soon after 
his appointment, for he proceeded at once to 
expose the frauds and take measures to re- 
duce expe If there were no other reason 
for Tyner’s removal than that Postmaster- 
General James desires him to go, that fact 
would be enough under the circumstances. 
Messrs. James and MacVeagh have under- 
taken a formidable workin the presecution 
of the rascals who have been engaged in de- 
frauding the Government, and they should 
not be embarrassed by the presence of any 
one not in complete sympathy with them in 
this matter. As a matter of course, Tyner 
would not like to see the case established 
against the thieves, because at the very best 
such a result would reflect seriously upon 
his management of the department during 
the past few years. It is fortunate that he 
has been dismissed, and there is not much 
danger that a man who quits the public serv- 
ice under such conditions as surround 
Tyner will be able to do the Republican party 
any injury in Indiana or elsewhere, what- 
ever his influence may have been in the past.

We do not recall anything more “ cheeky” 
in politics than the mission of ex-Sénator 
McDonald, ot Indiana, to Washington to 
defeat the confirmation of Mr. Dudley as 
Commissioner of Pensions. Mr. McDonald 
has no business in Washington to lobby for 
or against anybody. He was not able to re- 
tain his seatin the Senate, and that circum- 
stance has demonstrated that the people of 
Indiana have lost confidence either in him 
or his party. In either case, his defeat was 
a notice to him that the people of his State 
had no further use for his services asa 
leader. He cannot fairly represent the pre- 
ponderating sentiment of Indiana in any 
matter, and it is downright impertinence in 
him to endeavor to defeat the confirmation 
of any Indiana man selected by a Republican 
Administration for a Government place. 

But ex-Senator McDonald’s iurpudence in 
his attempted interference in Government 
affairs fs further increased by the reason he 
gives for opposing Dudley's confirmation. 
Dudley was United States Marshal in In- 
diana during the last Presidential campaign. 
In that capacity it was his duty to enforce 
the Natiepal Election law. The enforcement 
of this law was especially important in that 
State, because extensive frauds had been 
organized. The Democrats proposed to 
carry Indiana by colonizing voters from 
Kentucky, where they were not necde 
Dudley had early information of this projec 
and took eflicient measures to defeat it.

contracted so as to cause his hand to clench the 


lamp. Ten lamps werein circuit at the time, 
and so much current was passed through him 
that eight of them were extinguisned. He was 
powerless to unclasp bis hand. Every muscle in 
his body was paralyzed. His face was distorted; 
his lungs were so ected upon that he could 
scarcely breathe. He could ooly utter a faint 
and unnatural cry. The workmen in the place 
fled frum the workshop, believing that some ex- 
plosiou was about to happen. A friend came up 
and tried to unlock bis hand, but findmg this im- 
possible lifted bis legs from the ground. This 
broke the circuit, and his hands were released, 
while burning sparks flew to his hands in the 
action breaking the circuit. He was inseasibie, 
but has recovered and devised an improvement 
to the lamp which will prevent a recurrence of 
such an accident. ,

Ph Van CORTLANDT, a young officer 
in the American Revolution, had a small com- 
mand at Yorktown. He wrotea letter to a friend 
from the trenches just before the surrender of 
Cornwallis, which reads: 

Camp Berore Yors, Oct. 17, 1781.—Dear Sim: 
I have just now left Gen. Washington at our 
lines. It seems the heughty Briton is bumbied 
before we expected it. This morning, just us we 
hud got our batteries read: , he beat the chamade 
and begwed a truce for twenty-four bours. His 
Excellenoy answered that if be proposed to sur- 
render himself and forces prisoners, which was 
the first object, that in that case time would be 
allowed to settle the terms, and gave two hours 
for an answer. Cornwallis answered in the af- 
firmative, upon which General sent Col. 
Tilghman to demand oa Honor that no stores 
should be injured, and in the morning I expect 
all will be settled, so that we shail make a most 
giorious affair with very little loss, aud in much 
shorter time than was expected. You may now 
soon (please God) expect us back in our State 
again. Adieu. Lam yours, P. CORTLANDT. 

Morning of the 18th.—I bave not as yet any 
further accounts from headquarters, but con- 
clude as all is silent that the Dusiness is going 
on, and we shall this afternoon have the pieas- 
are of receiving theirarms.

Tux withdrawal from the Catholic Church 
of Count Campello, Canon of St. Peter's, is cre- 
ating considerable excitement in Rome.

On the other 
band, the Count’s enemies say that he left the 
Catholic Church because the joliy life be was 
permitied to lead by Pius IX. has been inter- 
fered with by Pope Leo. On the whole the row, 
as it now stands, is a very pretty one. 


Accorptne to the Liberta, of Rome, the 
Minister of War, convinced that an army of 
833,000 men of the first tifle is insufficient for the 
defense requirements of Italy, bas decided to 
bring forward a bill on the reopening of Parilia- 
ment for the formation of two new army corps, 
which will give an augmentation of 90,000 men, 
making a total standing army of 423,000 men. 
The folly and stupidity of this demand are 
amazing. Italy is impuverished in supporting 
ber present army. Her people are ground by 
taxes and excises. Every fiscal device is re- 
sorted to for the purpose of extracting money 
from them, the country ts kept poor, the people 
are literally eaten up in the support of their 
useless army. Italy would be a more formida- 
ble Power if her standing army was reduced to 
100,000 men, as she then would have some sur- 
pius means to carryon a war. She has noge 
now.

BARATAMA, Vernilion Co., III., Oct. 17.— 
The sudden and entirely unexpected eleva- 
tion of David Davis to within one remove of 
| the Presidency, and that, too, by Kepublican 
votes, has thrown many of my Democratic 
friends into spasms. And yet I don’t know 
why it should. Among that class of Demo- 
crats who care for nothing but spoils of 
office, David Davis has had for y years a 
stroug following. They would have nom- 
inated him at Cincinnati in 1873; hundreds 
of them went there wearing Davis badges. In 
the winter of 1875 these same spoils-hunting 
Domocrats held a copference in Spring- 
field and proposed to unite with 
the Labor 1 of Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, and Michigan, who, under the 
lead of Dick Trevellick, had already nomi- 
nated Davis for the Presidency.

The latest sensation in the sensational 
morning papers is that the Wabash has se- 
cured control of the Hannibal & St. Joe 
Road. It is almost needless to state that the 
sensation is manufactured out of the whole 
cloth, and the general opinion among rail- 
road men here is that it was gotten up for 
the express purpose of helping the 
interests of certain stock specula- 
ors. A Trrpune reporter yesterday asked 
General. Manager J. C. Gault, of the 
Wabash what truth there was in the report, 
and he stated emphatically that there was 
not a word of truth in it, and that his com- 
pany had no designs on the road. He was 
rather of the opition that the Burlington had 
some 3 upon it; at least such were 
reports he had heard lately in New York. 
A leading Burlington officer, who was after- 
wards seen regarding the matter, however, 
denied that his company had made any 
etforts lately to secure control of the road. 
Ile said the Burlington did not want it at the 
price it was held, as almost two new roads 
could be built for the price it would cost. 
It is evident that nei ter the Wabash nor the 
Burlington has secured control of the road, 
nor have they made any efforts lately to do 
so. The late corner in Hannibal & St. Joe 
stock has shown that nearly all the stock is 
in the hands of tie present managers of the 
road, ahd there is, no reason why they should 
now waut to dispose of it to either the Wa- 
bash or Burlugton, unless they could get 
such a price for it as neither the Wabash nor 
the Burtington could well afford to pay. 

The owners of the Hannibal & St. Joe 
know they have a good property. which, un- 
der the able and efficient management of 
General-Manager Carson, is continually in- 
creasing in value and importance.

DENVER & RIO GRANDE. 
Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Denver, Colo., Oct. 15.—In my letter of 
yesterday upon the railroad progress in 
Northern Colorado Ispoke of the Denver 
& Rio Grande Railroad as having covered all 
the ground so far as the mountain districts 
of Southern and Central Colorado were con- 
eerned. This road, formerly called in de- 
rision “the baby road,” has shown such ab- 
normal growth, and her system is so wide- 
reaching and so rapidly developed that it is 
worthy of a somewhat, historic description. 

This road is a purely Colorado institution, 
of which every citizen of the State is justly 
proud. Those of us who remember seeing 
its trains start out years ago, consisting of a 
single coach and baggage-car, which were 
all that the business demanded, and compar- 
ing it with the great trains of ten and twelve 
cars (of which four are Pullman sleepers) 
which leave Denver every evening, and its 
immense morning trains, look upon them 
with enviable pride as an expression of the 
growth of the State. For this splendid road, 
and the untold benefits it has conferred upon 
the State, we are indebted almost ex- 
clusively to the genius, enterprise, and clear 
grit of one map, Gen. W Unain J. ‘Palmer, 
though he has called most able associates to 
assist him in the work. During the late War 
his record as aecavalry corfnander in the 
Army of the West was second to none for 
bold and . dashing achievements, and in 
truth he was the peer of Sheridan, 
though no poet embalmed the story 
of his rides in imperishable verse. 
I have more than once listened by 
cabin firesides to glowing stories of his 
achievements told by the proud soldiers of 
his brigade. I remember among others how 
he onee charged with a mere handful 
of men through the lines of dhe Rebel Gen. 
Vance, and captured him and his staff at 
breakfast in their headquarters, and carried 
them away inthe teeth of a vastly suverior 
force. And how chagrined was the General 
when he saw how few men had accomplished 
it. 

Gen. Palmer is a small, thin, wiry, sandy- 
haired man, with no beard except a mus- 
tache, and so young louking that he is the 
last man you would look for as the hero who 
has supplemented his great military exploits 
by still greater achievements as engineer 
and railroad builder—and who no more halts 
before a mountain in his way than did Na- 
poleun crossing the Alps for the Italian 
piains. After the War, like many of our 
military heroes, he was left without oecupa- 
tion, but his great engineering abilities were 
soon employed in the coustruction of the 
Kansas Pacifie Railroad. After that he 
looked for new worlds to conquer, and chose 
tur his next field the mountain-riobed State 
ot Colorado. He had studied the resources 


of Colorado, and had sublime faith in its 


future and in the developing power of rail- 
roads. His engineering knowledge showed 
him that the only system adapted to a 
mountain region was the narrow-gage, and 
he adopted it. He has also imvroved it to 
the highest degree of pertechon, and 
the Denver & Rio Grande has be- 
come the model of its kind for the 
world. He found a few kindred spirits at 
Denver, some of whom had served with him 
in fields of danger, and whose mettle he 
knew. All were poor, like himself, but all 
were earnest, capable, and of indomitable 
courage, It is said in a small frame 
dwelling in West Denver, at a conference 
held by him with Col. D. b. Dodge, ex-Gov. 
W. C. Hunt, W. W. Borst, and Dr. Bell, an 
Englishman of great tinancial rie the 
Denver & Rio Grande was conceived. When 
the scheme was published, many derided it. | 
Many said that the money could not be 
secured, and, even if secured, the road could 
not be built through these deep, rocky, sun- 
less cafions, and over the mountains, and 
could never pay if it were built. Opposition 
only inspired these men. Sach men have 
power to tnspire others, and have power to 
unlock woney-vaults Which are close barred 
to meaner spirits. The road progressed, and 
in time did penetrate the gorges and cross 
the mountains, climbing unbeard-of grades, 
and overcoming difficuities by po tye nae of 
devices which have made it the modern 
miracle of railroad engineering. Last June, 
while with the special train of the Duke of 
Sutherland, Sir Henry Greene, and other 
magnates of the English railroad world, we 
were passing the wonderful grades of 
Marshall Pass on this line, they told 4ne 
that one great object of their visit to 
America was to study the engineering work 
and general system of this road, which was 
considered abroad as the typical narrow-gage 
road of the world. They were all largely in- 
terested in building roads of this gage in 
India, and the mother had come to the young- 
est child for lessons. This road was first 
built south west seventy-five miles to Colorado 
Springs, skirting the eastern base of the 
mountains. Here they halted while they 
could catch breath, and then proceeded to 
Pueblo, forty-five miles further. The road 
so far was a success, and, having obtained the 
necessary money, it was carried still south 
to Cucharas. Thence one line was carried 
down to the immense coul-fields of El Moro, 
near Trinidad, and another turned boldly 
west to the base of Dump Mountain, and 
then crossing it at the famous Veta Pass hy 
long and graceful curves, with an average 
upward grade of 185 feet to the mule, cross- 
ing the summit at an elevation of 9,000 feet 
above sea level. This was then the highest 
railroad pass in America, though it has since 
been exceeded by the South Park Railroad, 
which crosses Kenosha Hill at an elevation 
of 10,200 feet, and still later by still higher 
asses on its own new lines. When Veta 
"ass Was crossed by the railroad croakers 
said it might do in summer. but winter 
snows would make it utterly im- 
passable for use, in that season, but 
several winters have passed and the 
cars have made their daily transit. 
From Veta Pass a descent was made to the 
San Luis Valley, and the road halted at the 
busy town of Alamosa. Then the herculean 
task of building the road to Leadville was 
undertaken, and the awful depths of the 
Grand Canon of the Arkansas and the Royal 
Gorge were surveyed, but difficulties with 
their mighty antagonist. the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé Railroad, intervened, and 
this part of the road was mostly built by the 
latter company, and splendidly bulit too. 
After a legal conflict of fearful magnitude, 
a settlement was made, leaving the road in 
the hands of the Denver & Rio Grande Com- 
pany, and they completed the road to Lead- 
ville, 165 miles from Pueblo, following all 
the way the most beautiful valley of the Ar- 
kansas, and securing the splendid trade of 
the Leadville camp. Now at last having 
proved the great monetary success of all 
their lines, money was plentifully poured 
into their hands, and new extensions were 
pushed with a rapidity unknown in the his- 
tory of raibroad building, even in more 
favored sections. The Kokomo & Brecken- 
ridge extension crossed the great Sierra Ne- 
vada Range at Fremont Pass in the dead of 
last winter, and is now in 9 — tor ten 
miles beyond Kokomo, or thirty-three miles 
from Leadville, and will soon reach Brecken- 
is nearly completed 
to Red Cliff, twenty-tive 
miles, crossmg the range at ‘Tennessee 
Pass. Another line is now completed 
and in operation from Salida, at the 
mouth of the South Arkansas, over 
Marshall Pass to Gunnison City, and will 
be pushed right along to a connection — 
rom 
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hose waters ve been a 
famous resort for Invalids . — 
‘This live will furnish transportation facili- 
ties tor the numerous mining districts in the 
heart of the San Juan Mountains, whose 
richness and great productiveness have long 
been known; but whieh are | in a re- 
gion peculiar for the steepness and abrupt- 
ness of its rock which make 
transportation of its ores by wagon 80 ex- 
pensive as to be practically Impossible, But 
probably the most expensive and difficult 
ine to build of this road, as well as the most 
rolific of scenic wonders, is the San Juan 
ivision, which runs south from Alamosa to 
Antonito, a distance of twenty-nine miles 
by asmooth, easy grade down the San Luis 
Park, and then tyrning abruptly to the west 
enters the mountains. By a long series of 
curves, some of them forming a complete 
letter S. through a beautiful wouded region, 
it gradually ascends until when it debouches 
upon the Valley of the Los Pinos River its 
track along the sloping mountain side is over 
a thousand feet above the clear: fipoling 
stream in the valiey. The mountains ou the 
opposit side of the valley, with their lower 
siopes clothed with shimmering aspen, 
pine, and spruce, which grow smaller with 
the hight until the top is only a mass of gray 
pinuasied rocks, complete the picture, This 
ine leads us throu mile after mile of 
scenery, changing with kaleidescopic variety 
of grandeur and beauty, now ing some 
deep gorge on a substantial bridge or plung- 
ing through a tunnel or winding around 
some guich too wide and deep to be bridged. 
We pass Phantom Curve and are in a gal — 
of stone Titans—grotesque figures wie 
time and the elements have carved from 
rocky sandstones and which have stood here 
for centuries guarding a solitude unbroken 
until the railroad gave it to the world. In 
looking at these solitary columns | often 
think of the poet’s description: 
Her lonely columus stand sublime, 
Flinging their shadows from on high 
Like diais which the wizard Time 
Has raised to count his ages by. 

As we progress the valley seems to close 
together, and fronting us are rocky walls 
climbing to a vast hight which appear Ww 
close Our passage. A narrow, black vertical 
opening tween the cliffs indicated the 
gateway of the stream. A closer view shows, 
lar up the hight, the opening of a tunnei and 
a grade on the steep side of the slope | -ading 
to it. A few moments and we enter the tun. 
nel. Passing through we come to a wild 
causeway, when with reeling senses We look 
down for 1,500 feet to where in the dark 
depths the little stream tumbles over iis 
rocky bed. This is the now famous ‘Loltec 
Gorge and tunnel, Unhalting we pass 
through scenery which must be seen to be 
eomprehended in all their wonders, until we 
pass the summit at Cumbres at an altitude 
of nearly 10,000 feet, and then descend by 
similar grades to the fine valley of the Ani- 
mas River, in which Durango is situated. 
Weare now by rail 450 miles from Denver. 
We pass at Chama within easy reach of the 
wonderful Pagosa Springs, which have been 
so often described as to need no special 
words here. From Durango the line is now 
in process of construction over the mountains 
to the fine mining camps of Animas City, 
Silverton, etc., to Hewardsville, titty miles 
further on. ‘This division (the San Juan) 
follows closely the border lines of New 
Mexico, and is part of the way in 
that ‘Territory and part in Colorado. 
From Antonito, in the San Luis 8 the 
New Mexican Division extends in an almost 
southerly direction 100 miles, through a wost 
picturesyue region, to Espanola, from which 
the Capital ot New Mexico, Santa Fé, is 
only twenty-three miles distant, and with 
which connection is made by the stages of 
tue Overland Mail Company. From this di- 
vision is easily reached the ancient Indian 
Pueblo Town of Tavs, the most curious relic 
of an age and a people historic and peculiar 
Here, it is said, the ancient worship is stilts 
maintained and the sacred tire ke; t burning 
consecrated to their fhero-god Mont zuma. 
whose return to earth they expect, and daily 
watch for from the highest summit wiih the 
earliest morning light—that return which is 
to renew and glorify the Aztec race, 

From Canon City, on the Leadville Line, a 
branch is completed to the flourishing camp 
at Silver Chiff, which en route traverses 
Grape Creek Cafion, one ot the wildest and 
most beautiful in Colorado, Theie is also a 
short branch from Poncho Spiings, on the 
Gunnison Divisien to Maysville, up the 
South Arkansas. The different completed 
lines of the Denver & Rio Grande Railroad 
now comprise a grand total of about 1,000 
miles, the greater part of which has been 
built within the past two years, and, when it 
is remembered that the larger portion 
has been constructed through mouut- 
ain districts presenting the greatest 
engineering difficuities, the amount of 
ener“y, capacity, and financial ability 
required may be partly understood, and will 
justify the ſeucomlums I have made u. on its 
builders. They have also erected, just ont 
of Denver, a city of shops, in which neariy 
all the cars, both freight and passeuger, and 
machinery for use on the road, are con- 
structed or repaired. In these a vast num- 
ber of men are employed, and boarding- 
houses anda very complete hospital have 
been built. 

in the nature of the case the construction 
ot a road through such difficnlt mountain 
districts must be exceedingly éxpensive, and 
the cost per mile vastly more than roads 
built in an eastern prairie or roll country. 
lt is said that some miles of this foad have 
cost as much as $150,000. A question then 
arises, ** Willit pay?” ‘The best answer is 
that it does pay, and pay splendidly. The 
receipts of the road have been steadily grow- 
ing from mouth to month, Foreight ynonths, 
to Sept. 1, the gross receipts amounted to 
$3,720,335—increasing from $307,474 in Janu- 
ary to $606,193 in August. For this increas 
ing business and profit there are two expla- 
nations: First, wherever the road has been 
carried population has rapidly and perma- 
nently increased; and, secondly, a railroad 
secures all the business. In a mountain dis- 
trict wagon freights are terribly expensive, 
and cannot be employed in competition with 
a railroad, so that rates both for freight and 
passenger traffic which would be treated as 
exorbitant in the East are cheerfuliy paid by 
those who enjoy its benefits. Asan éxamvle 
of what wagoning costs in such districts, 
Buena Vista to 
Aspen, a distance of about seventy-five 
miles. and between which points all freight 
is carried in wagons, the rate is six cents per 
pound to Aspen and somewhat less for ore 
freights back again, and the teamsters say 
they cannot do it for a less price, Before the 
railroad was built to Leadville ra es were 
equally high. Now ore is carried frem Lead- 
vine to Pueblo or Denver for $6 per ion —and 
for less under large contracts. Nota line of 
this road has been built which has rot paid 
largely from the date of its completion and 
wita prospect of constant increase in the 
years to come. ‘The road also receives an im- 
mense business from the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé Kailroad at Pueblo, which it dis- 
tributes vo all portions of Southern and West- 
ern Colorado and to Denver. They are now 
laying a third rail from Pueblo to Denver to 
suit it to the standard gage,so that the Den- 
ver freight and passengers from the Santa 
Fé Railroad may be carried through without 
breaking bulk or change of cars. Then, too, 
the mountains are not alone a mass of rugged 
peaks whose only value is in the minerals 
they bear. Between them all over the-State 
are beautiful, well-watered valleys, where 
grass grows luxuriantly and where the cere- 
als produce largely under cultivation. These 
are being rapidly occupied and add a most 
valuable industry to the State. At the pres- 
ent rate of development a decade will have 
transformed the State, 

Constant experiments have resulted in dis- 
coveries of new and cheaper. processes of re- 
duction of ores, and are bringing those which 
but a short time ago were refractory. or of 
so low grade as to ve profitiess, into a condi- 
tion to be profitably marketed. The great 
steel works at Puebio, of whieh I shal! have 
more to say hereaiter, are working most suc- 
cessfully in the rich lumatite iron vres of the 
State, and eto long they promise employ- 
ment to over 2, men, ard will supply the 
market here for railroad iron. The Denver 
& New Orleans Railroad is preparing for 
active work, which will connect us by way 
of the Pau-Iiandle“ of Texas with the 
great South. The Denver, Utah & Western 
and other local roads are push their 
grades. Before Christmas the Burlington 
will be completed to Denver. In addition to 
the lines of the Denver & Rio Grande Rail- 
road already completed for 1,000 miles, over 
1,400 more are under survey and in process of 
construction.

of ite catching airs will be made familiar by the 
assistance of that inexpensive domestic instru- 
ment of torture the whistie, aud that many of 
its superesthetic phrases will find a lodgment 
in the popular beart and constant expression as 
a substitute for iong-antiquated slang. Ever 
since the penalty of immediate death was at- 
tached to any quotation from “ Pinafore,” an 
attentive worid bas been eagerly awaiting the 
advent of something to furnish a new stock in 
trade of good marketable quotable phrases. 
Patience comes in the nick of time, and 
some of its catohy and irretrievably absura 
parodies will become familiar household words 
until they

What is Patience? Giveitup. It is more 
than a satire, it is less than a buriesque, it does 
nog pretend to be a travesty, and itis of “sterner 
stull’’ than that of which parodies are made. 
In torm it is acomic opera—in plot a grim 
take-off on the esthetic craze, which findg a 
leader in Oscar Wilde and a bold wita a certain 
class of English society. That Patience will 
be as weil appreciated in this country as it was 
in Eugland is hardly to be expected. As the 
dragoun officers so touchingly express it: 

You can't get bigh esthetic tastes, 
Like trousers, reudy made. 

There are many local allusions in some of the 
songs and in the dialog which fall flat simply 
from lack of comprebension. But the score of 
the opera aboundsin the kind of music for 
whieh Arthur Sullivan is famous—in pieasing 
harmonies, in real tuoeful melodies, and in 
cleverly-coustructed concerted work. To be 
sure there is all che time au echo as of some- 
thing heard before. Patience is replete with 
reminiseences of * Pinafore” and Pirates of 
Penzance.” The bumboat woman and the nurse 
who selected «4 pirate instead of a “ pilot,” 
finds a prototype in the portly Lady Jane. The 
opeaing svio of the Cnet:

Uut then there is a merry jingle about the music 
that is irresistible, and there are some excellent 
opportunities for elfective chorus work, which 
give their scenes a real operutic ring. 

The Emetie Melvin operatic company, an un- 
usuaily strong combination of exceilent artista, 
are nightly renderimg thie opera of Patience 
ut Haverly’s Theatre with marked success, both 
artiativally aud tnanelaliy. Crowded bouses 
have beeu the rule each night, and the actors 
have been compelled to repeut favorit numbers 
two or three times at each representation. It is 
easily seen that, in the bands of a wenk 
organization, this opera would fall exceedingly 
Unt, and bevome excessively tedious. The cum- 
puny that bas been giving this opera in New 
York have been drilled in the stage business 
with which the piece is rendered there. The 
Melviiie company give their own interpretation 
of the play, and. while they may not adhere as 
closely to the idea of the librettist as the New 
York company, they give the play much more 
life and activity. and render its interpretation 
mucb more amusing. Moreover, with the single 
exception of Carleton, the people in the cast 
bere are much better actors and singers than the 
others. We make this comment now because it 
is not probable that the opera, asa wbole—in 
ucting, singing, business and stage mounting, 
costuming, and chorus drilling—will be any bet- 
ter given dere this seuson. 

The plot or argument of Patience was 
given at some leugth in Sundays TRIBUNE. 
But a singie song was interpolated, and that was 
a pretty ballad of Sullivan's put in the first act 
and sung with good etfect by Mr. Macrery as the 
Lieutenunt Duke. The gentieman has a 
tenor voice of moderate compass, but clear and 
ringing. Miss Elma Delaro is not a stranger 
here. Her singing at the opening of the second

Mr. Charlies Dungan, as Col. Calveriey, 
and Mr. Henderson as Major Murgatroyd, were 
ulso acceptable dragoons, and Miss Lillie Post 
(Lady Anyela) and Miss Valierga (Lady Saphir) 
fuifiiied the requirements of “rapturous 
maidens. The chorus singers were vot quite 
distinet enough in their enunciation nor always 
strictly in yiue, but they were much better than 
usual and very good inthe accumpaniment to 
the sextet. The singipy is not by any means of 
an extraordinary degree of excellence, but it is 
iwucb better than is usually found in an organ- 
ization devoted to the production of such light 
work. “Patience” is well worth seeing and 
caring, though people may differ widely as to 
ts humor or its merits.

CRIMINAL CARELESNESS. 


Morphine, Given for Calomel, Causes 
the Death of a Child. 

William Jacobson, 32 years of age, aclerk in 
the employ of C. H. Plauts, a druggist doing 
business at No. 700 Milwaukee avenue, was ar- 
rested yesterday afternoon and locked up at the 
West Chicago Avenue Station upon a charge of 
criminal carelesness in filling a prescription for 
calomel out of a vial containing morphine, and 
thereby causing the death of Israel Lewis, a 
child of 9 months, whose parents live at No. 676 
Milwaukee avenue. The little one had been 
suffering from some slight derangement of 
the bowels, and Dr. Doll. of No. 
708 Milwaukee avenue, who was cailed in, 
concluded that the child's ailment was not at all 
serious, and prescribed one-fifth of a grain of 
calomel to be given in doses, This prescription 
was taken by the mother to Plantz's drug-store, 
and was there filled by the clerk, Jacobson. He 
was quite busy at the time, and Mrs. Lewis was 
anxious to get back home, and, as ber prescrip- 
Aon was a simpie one, Jacobson put it up ip a 
burry. The drug was administered in as 
prescribed by the tor, and some three 
bours after the first dose, the mother, 
noticing that the child was growing rapidiy 
worse, sent again for Dr. Doll, who, 
upon examining the child. manifested 
great surprise, closely questioned the mother, 
and finally examin the medicine. He con- 
cluded at once that the wrong drug bad been 
adininistered, and summoning Dr. Phiio, of No. 
445 Milwaukee avenue, to his assistance, the two 
lu bored all night to save the littie one's life, but 
in Vain, as death ensued early in the morning. 
Both doc were of the opinion that morphine 
bad been eu instead of calomel, and this was 
corroborated by County Physician Bluthardt. 
who visited the house and made a post-mortem 
examination of the dead child yesterday after- 
noon, Jacobson has but littie to say about his 
sad blunder. He was very busy at the time, 
but remembers that Mrs. Lewis’ prescription 
called for catomel, but cannot explain in any 
wav bow he came to give something else instead.

intent of the Divine Government must not make

government of God, and that there is no fee 
trom the authority of that governmem. A life 
of virtue is the only life proper to live even 
though our existence terminated in the grave; 
but We one refiectsa upon the deplorable con- 
sequences of sin, and the tenacity with which 
evil nabits cling to the morul nature, be is 
certainly very unwise who lives io disregard of 
the moral government of bis Creator, and passes 
into eternity under the shadow of its condemnua- 
tion. There is common to man a certain fear of 
the eo vences of sin with respect to the lite 
to come. fs it judicious to remove that fear? 
The fear of the Lord,” says the Psalmist, “is 
beginning of Wisdom, That fear is reoted 
in the instinct of dependence, and is therefore 
natural to wan. Hence we find it interwoven with 
all the great religions of the worid, and present 
in ali of civilization, from the lowest to 
the highest. Indeed it may well be questioned 
Whether there can be a statement of religion— 
I do not say philosophy—without it. Possibly in 
our intense desire to vindicate the character of 
God trom the aspersions which false doctriues 
bave onet upon it, and to deliver humad souls 
from that “fear which bath torment, we may 
have partially overigoked that “godly fear” 
whieb is reoted in the instinct of dependence, 
and hieb is traceable in the teachings of Corist. 
As to the theory of punishment now especially 
prominent—viz.: endless sinning necessitates 
endless punishment—we have but to say that the 
statement that so long as one sins be will be 
punished. seems to us littie less than an axiom, 
and therefore if it can be shown that man is to 
sin endiesly we shail concede that the dogma 
of endless punishment is proven, But it 
is unfortunate for the force of this argument 
that the proposition to be proved is the ove that 
is nesumed to be true. For bow does avy one know 
that those who die in ein will sin endicsliy?—bow 
does any one know thar after that event the 
willsin atali? it seems to us that the first posi- 
tion to be eubstantiated in this form of argu- 
ment is shat some persons will certainly siu in 
the immortal worid; and the second is that 
those who ouce siu there will ein 
always. But neither of these positions is proven. 
There is no evidence even that any one will sin 
at all in the immortal state; but if that were 
proven one is buppily a loog way from showing 
that he who thus sing cannot cease from sinning. 
The last we know of man be bas the power of 
chotce. Even ovdurate sinners sometimes ex- 
ercise that power of choice when on the ver 
verge of eternity. is the freedom of the will 
eliminated from man by death? If so, and be is 


compelled to sin after be is thus metamor- 


nosed into some other creature, is he rospomsi- 
je. and if not aaa — sin, and if he 
does not sin can he punisbed i 
Sin, we say, is an act of the will—the mind 
must cousciously asseut. But is it not also true 
that the temptations to sin are chictly in the 
bodily appetites, and associated with those things 
which belong to this life? Death must work a 
wonderful change. We sometimes forget, in 
the haste of spegcd, what is implied by the trau- 
sition from this body to one suited to 
the higher needs of the ‘oul. The 
epiritua body is not cognizable’ dy 
either of our senses, or by any knowiedge of the 
mind, We apprebend the statement that there 
is a spiritual body, and we aceept the doctrine 
as true; but boib the spiriygal boay and the 
spiritual state in which it is toUxist are incom- 
preheasibie to us. And most likely much of our 
reasoning in reference to the immortal lite 
pased upon analogy, or upon the structure of 
what seems likely 
to now is, will 
be found to fallacious. At any 
rate, I see no oecasion for us to assent to the as - 
sumption that sin enters the immortal world. 
We stand upon tirm ground and recognize ail 
that is needful to give effectiveness to our ap- 
peals for a Caristian life when we say that the 
consequences of our conduct affect the spiritual 
urity of that in us which survives the grave. 
Beyond this, i respectfully suggest, we are not 
justitied in going.

This does 
not indicate that the disease is on the wane, but 
only that there is a brief letting-up in the large 
mortality. The business centre of the city is 
receiving a better cleaning. 
a few of the better ciass 
streets, but the streets whereon 
masses live and diseas eis bred are allowed to 

as dirty as ever. Dr. De Wolf took great 
pains to rest and stay away during a time when 
he should have been bere. He has staid away 
longer than necessary, and no other city ollicial 
would have been allowed to-so loug negiect his 
business. 

Complaints bave been made very often that 
the ambulance-driver Harmon, fresh from his 
disease-luden vehicie, comes into the Heaith 
Office and transacts business. He was there 
again yesterday, and it is a sbame 
and disgrace, that many people, if they 
bave business with the office, must come 
in contact with him. If the city had a 
retention hospital this could not be, because he 
would get bis instructions there. The deaths 
from small-pox yesterday occurred at Nos. 75 
and 81 Wade, No. 77 Kansas, and No. 52 Barber 
street. New cases were reported from No. 109 
Barber, No. 4 Sloan, No. 251 Augusta, No. 92 
Barber, No. 55 North Carpenter, and No. 196 
West Fourteenth street. A case of scarlet- fever 
was reported from No. 1926 Wabash avenue, 

Dr. Garrett says that the Department of 
Health is meeting with opposition in some quar- 
ters to vaccination, and he has discovered that 
this feeling has been caused by articles in So- 
cialistic papers, which bave said that vacciua- 
tion was not only useless but a positive injury 
to these inoculated, as it caused many ne dis- 
eases. At one place, 441 West Superior street, 
there were two deaths from small-pox. The de- 
ceased bad not been treated with che virus, aud 
the family was then opposed to it because they 
bad read in their paper that it was a bad thing. 
The two boys in the family were vaccinated 
when the case was discovered, and their lives 
were saved. Another case was cited where 
all in a bouse had been vaccinated exceot 4 
small child, and it was skipped because it was 
too young. The child is the ouly one that died 
from the disease. It is a point worthy of note 
that the Socialist Alderman Stauber is the man 
who has made the greatest N to vacci- 
nation, and that there is bardly any small-pox 
outside of the Fourteenth Ward, which he rep- 
resents. There area few Socialist doctors like 
Erust Schmidt, of good standing, and it is about 
time they gave their constituents some whoie- 
some advice in regard to smali-pox. A word 
from them in the Socialistic and German or- 
gans might be the means not only of saving 
many lives, put of speedily stamping out the 
pest.

TWELVE STORIES. 

THE IMMENSE GLUCOSE FACTORY 
at the foot of West Taylor street on the river- 
front—a full description of which has been here- 
tofore published in Tas TRIBUNE—was visited 
yesterday by a reporter, who found some three 
hundred and fifty men actively engaged there. 
Up to within a week or two ago over six bun- 
dred men were steadily employed upon the 
work, but the completion of a large part of the 
brick work led to the discharge of a great many. 
The work is being pushed rapidly torward, but 
cannot be completed before spring. Then Chi- 
cago will have the la t and t arranged 
giucose works in the world, employing 500 to 600 
men, and requiring for its daily use 25,000 bush- 
els of corn. 

The sugur-bouse, 180 feet in hight, consisting 
of twelve stories and a basement, is under rool, 
and carpenters are busy ay ag the flooring. The 
windows will all be in place within a couple of 
weeks, and the machinery, some of which is al- 
ready on the ground, wiil be put ia place during 
the winter. 

THE TEN-STORY AND BASEMENT 
building, known as the filter-house, is about as 
far advanced, and the fiiters are being hoisted 
into place. Between these two buildings, and 
connect with both, is the five-story and base- 
ment engine-house and machine building, sixty 
feet front and 200 feet . The roof is being 

ut on this, and the work will proceed without 

nterruption. 

The north half of the boiler house, south of

KING’S BALLOON; 


Nothing Further Heard from 
the Adventurous Aero- 
nauts. 


The Weather Bureau Deeply In- 
terested in Its Where- 
abouts. 

Since the balloon which left Chicago on Thurs- 


day night was seen at Melrose, Wis., about 8 
o'clock the following morning, there has been 


no word or sign of it, so far, at least. as this city 


is concerned. The fate of King and Hashagan 
remains involved in doubt, and as the days pass 
on and no news comes from the aerial voyagers 
people begin to fear the worst. There are few 


who believe that the bailoon could remain in air 
longer than Friday night or Saturday morning, 
at tus outside. but its whereabouts after passing 
Melrose remains a mystery. 

Several theories have been advanced, but all 
have cquaily poor justification in fact, and any 
onecan form them at his convenience. THE 
TRIBUNE has airendy told all that is known of 
the course of the bailoon and the direction of 
the wind on Friday in the neighborhood where 
the air-ship was last seen. it is reported that

ly one gallon of water, and the presump- 

tion is Prof. King would scarcely remain 
up in the clouds without anything to eat while 
he possessed the means of descending to civili- 
zation and a square meal. He could have de- 
sceuded at Melrose bad he so chosen on Friday 
morning, and that he did not do so showed that

in the ability of the balloon to carry him fur- 
ther. There are a good many settlements and 
some large towns along the line (northwest by 
north) which the balloon was then following, 
and it is Strange, if the voyage continued far 
beyond Melrose, the floater was not seen. Be- 
ing seen it would certainly be reported with 
little delay, for the post-office and the telegraph 
are not uUoknown in the State of Wisconsin, and 
there bas been ampie time for the news to have 
reached bere. 

The bailoon is said to bave been of strong 
material and in condition. and the fact 
that King came down near enough to speak 
with people shows that he had it under com- 
mand on Friday morning. He may have landed 
in a wooded country, and have found himself ata 
distance from any tuWo from which to teie- 
grapb, or in the attempt to make the landing 
the balloon may have been torn and the voyag- 
ers kilied or maimed. In view of the possibility 
that King and his companion are in the timber, 
scouts have been sent out from the towas in the 
vicinity of Melrose, and an effort was made yes- 
terday to induce the authorities to detail 801 
diers from the United States forts and garrisons 
in Minnesota to aid in the search. Gen. Hazen 
telegraphed to Mr. Mitchell, in command of the 
Signal Service Office here, that the Weather De- 
partment

to determine what bad become of the balloon 
and its ovcupants, but that department has no 
meu it can detail for such work, and if Govern- 
ment help is sougbt the tion of the War 
Department must be obtained. 

Inquiry at the Signal Service office and at Nut- 
ting & Co.’s last evening showed that nothing 
whatever bas been learned trom the aeronauts. 
Mr. Atwood, of Nutting & Co., said he would 
make an appeal to Gen. Sberidan to order out 
men on the scout, and believed that the authori- 
ties in Wash on were becoming interested in 
the matter.

Money Easy, bat u Panic on the Paris 
Bourse Disturbs Confidence. 


Gould a Heavy Seller of Manhattan 
Finauces in Chicago, 


The Produce Markets Less Active—Provisions 
Very Weak, in Spite of Higher 
Prices for Hogs.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opehed moderately strong, but did not 
stand up well. Heavy sales were reported by 
Vanderbilt of New York Central. The Osborne 
party were said to be disposing of large amounts 
of Lake Shore and Western Union, and the 
pools in the coal stocks were feeding out their 
specialties. New York advices stated that every 
effort was being made to sustain prices in order 
that the clique might unload. Gould alone was 
credited with efforts to hoid up the market. His 
support was given with brilliant success to 
Wabash and Western Union, both of which 
closed weak. In the last halt hour there was 
noticeably bea vy selling, which was attributed 
to the panic reported on ‘the Paris Bourse. 
Money was easy all day, but that fact played no 
part in the maintenance of prices. 

The railroad wur continues, and, if reports 
current among raiiroad men are worth atten- 
tion, is likely to continue. It is the general ex- 
pectation that Vanderbilt will close the contest 
at the end of the navigation season. But a more 
bitter outbreak of hostilities than ever when 
navigation. ends is more than likely to be one 
of the surprises of this surprismg war. Wall 
street and people genernily believed when it 
began that it was mbreiy a threat to intlueace 
Wall street. When ther saw biood come they 
declared it was to be merely a short-lived 
demonstration to enable Mr. Vanderbilt to buy 
all the stocks be wanted. But the actual 


hostilities have outiived all these hypotheses. . 


Vanderbilt tells his friends that he is ready to 
fight five years if needed to carry his point. 

Elevated raiiroad matters are growing com- 
plicated again. Judge Barrett has granted a 
temporary injuvetion toa Metropolitan stock- 
holder to prevent the consummation of the 
agreement between the m@uagers. Metro- 
politan people say nothing has been really fixed, 
and that Gould since the announcement of the 
other day thata readjustment bad been made 
which wouldgive Munhattah 4 per cent divi- 
dends had sold 50,000 shares of it at an average 
of 3. 

Bulls in stecks were basing their hopes on 
ease in money, and quoted leading bankers as 
saying that currency bad begun to return from 
the country, and that the visible supply of cur- 
rency was large enough to prevent any recur- 
rence of monetary stringency. 

The Wall Street Dauy News states that it is in- 
formed om good authdfity that sales of Union 
Pacific and Buriingvon & Quincy were made by 
Vanderbiit, but that he did not buy Erie & West- 
ern with the proceeds. The fact of the matter 
is that de held a large block of Erie & Western 
some time ago, but sold it when he was market- 
ing the first two stocks. The probability is that 
he has put niost of the money derived from the 
sale of these three stocks into Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis and Philadelphia 
& Reading. 

St. Paul earnings are reported by the Milwau- 
kee News to be not as favorable for the first 
week of October as for the summer months. 
The gross earnings for this period were $368,000, 
while during the corresponding week last year 
they were $338,000, showing an increase of only 
$30,000, or about 9 percent. The officials claim 
that this smatiincrease is due to the stoppage 
of grain transportation in the Northwest. 

Raiiroad building this year is going abead 
faster than in 1872. So far 5,340 miles have been 
built, agaiust 6,147 miles in the corresponding 
timeof 1872. Allowing less than $30,000 a mile for 
the construction and equipment of this mileage, 
it will require the expenditure of $150,000,000. 

The New York World, which editorially de- 
nounced Manhattan sbares as worthiess, while 
its proprietor, Mr. Gouid, was buying up the 
control of the corporation, now speaks editorial- 
ly of “the magnificent showing made by the 
Western Union in its annual report,.“ and states 
that the prospects of a furtherimprovement in 
the prices of sound securities may be considered 
favorable.“ 

The anthracite coal trade, the Philadelphia 
Ledger says, maintains all the firmness of the 
past half year. The production of anthracite 
coal still goes on at the same active pace as for 
some months past, each succeeding week show- 
ing a material gain over the corresponding week 
of last year. Large as the increase during the 
year thus far is, it would have been consider- 
ably larger had the supply of water at the mines 
been up to the usual average supply. The or- 
ders now in hand are in excess of the product, 
with little probability of the shipments overtak- 
ing the demand. On the contrary, the usual in- 
crease in the demand for coal at, this season of 
the year is likely to widen the present ditfer- 
ences between the present supply aud demand. 

“ Rigolo,” of the Sun, says President Arthur 
has been recently approached upon the subject 
ot the tight money market in Wall street and 
the action of Secretary Windom in connection 
therewith. It seems that his answer was that he 
did not see Any indication of the stringency of 
money in the legitimate business trausactions 
of the country, and that the condition of affairs 
in Wali street in no way concerned the Adminis- 
tration. Wall street transactions, according to 
his view, are merely betting transactions. One 
man bets that stocks are going up, and another 
that they are Some down. The bet is an even 
one, and the Government bas no business to in- 
tertere with it one way or the other.

In effect these places for exam- 
ination can be but imperfectiy em ed, so 
that a week will be required for the work that 
should be done in an hour. Havre has expe- 
rienced these delays, and is tired of them and 
their resulting losses of time and money. What 
is needed is to follow the example of other na- 
tions, and entirely re move the probibiuon.” 

M. Jounnes Chalin has been designated to give 
a course of about twelve lessons to the parties 
who are to pass American meat under their 
official ken. At three lessons per week that 
will occupy a month from last Monday, whea 
the interesting exercises were to begin.
